SURE TO MEET 


American Warships in Hot Pursuit 


of the Fleeting Spanish 


Racers. 


An Early Engagement is Certain==AH News Points in 


that Direction-It Will be a Fight to the Death- 


Review of the Situation—Volunteers Killed in 


a Railway Accident Near Chattanooga. 


KEY WEST, May 1R—[via Jacksonville, May 21.]—Tonight sees the close of the 


most anxious and vexatious day at Key West since the war began. 
Everything in- 


dicates the proximity of a great naval battle, but with an 
unseen foe who 


may appear at any one of several: points, and possibly strike a blow and get away 


Wore a force can be massed to crush him. Daybreak found Commodore Schley's 


ileet anchored off Sand Key lighthouse, six miles below Key West. 
The appearance 


of the Hying squadron was supplemented at about 8:30 by two dispatch boats from 


Admiral Sampson's fleet, and led by Associated Press dispatch boat Dauntless. Samp- 


son's lleet arrived at 5 p. in., confirming the forecast of these dispatches of Sunday as 


to the intentions of these fleets, but both were slower in arriving than was anticipated. 


All this is very interesting but no word of it is allowed to pass the censor's office and 


a score of helpless correspondents who have been besieging the cable office, wilted 


flown in chairs out of the broiling sun, helpless to get word of the real situation to their 


papers. In the meantime the fleet was busy preparing for some movement which was 


known only to Commodore Watson and those nearest him. Every officer ashore was 


on the alert for orders to hurry aboard ship. They came about 6:30, when the Ban- 


soft's quartermaster got word to cancel provision contracts and come on board.

It may be candidly admitted that all discussions of the 


Spanish fleet from here is speculative. Key West is lament- 


ably isolated from current news. The intention here, how- 
ever, is that Sampson counted confidently on finding the 
Spanish squadron bottled up at San Juan as did Dewey the 
Spaniards at Manila. It was not daylight on the morning of 
the bombardment when he learned that the harbor was 
empty. The necessity of cutting the cable at Santiago de 
Cuba is already evidenced in Key West by the several Mad- 
rid cablegrams via London, sent after the bloody fight at Cien- 
fuegos last week, when the Marblehead boat crew cat the 
cable at that point.

CHICAGO, May 21.—The Journal's Washington special 


says: The war department has received secret information 
that serious riots are imminent in Havana. Food is muth 
scarcer and the distress is greater than is generally reported. 


ULTIMATUM TO FRANCE. 


LONDON, May 21.—A grave report, having its origin in 


official circles, has caused serious uneasiness in quarters that 
are not often disturbed by political rumors. 


It is to the effect that the British government served 


notice on France several days ago, in terms amounting to an 


ultimatum, that she must renounce all claims in the African 
Hinterland within a month and withdraw her expeditions and 
other representatives.

tab report tbat the Spanish fleet got to 
Santiago de Cuba byjjutwitttng Sampson. 
They believe that Sampson knew of the 
Spaniih move and has been waiting for 
it. Bnt whether he knew or not, ha could 
not have asked for a better movement by 
the Spaniards. 


They are now in a Cuban port which la 


not blockaded; neither has It connection 
with any part of tbe island held by 
Blanoo. There Is only one short railroad 
In the province uf Santiago de Cuba, 
and tint runs from the city of Santiago 
«» some mines about 80 miles from there. 
This railway wae built by Americans to 
develop mines controlled by them. The 
Insurgents hold the province. 
Spanish Troops Cut Off. 


The several thousand Spanish troops In 


Santiago have been absolutely oat off 
from Blanco and from supplies. There Is 
not even a highway or a military road 
from that city to tbe west. The troop* 
Bad no way of getting out except by 
means of boats. Tho Spanish fleet has 
«on« to their rescue; bnt It will hardly 


dare to take them out on tbe warships. 


If Sampson was at the Windward Pas- 


sage when notified of the arrival of tbe 
Spanish fleet at Santiago, he could bottle 
It up there or compel a fight. It Is be- 
lieved tbat tbe American squadrons have 
beeu reorganized and tbat Sampson now 
has tbe battleships and armored ornisere 
in this squadron. With these srlps he oan 
crush the Spanish lleet. 


If he fails to catch them at Santiago, It 


Is said that he can prevent their escape. 
The Spanish fleet would next try to lift 
the blockade at Clenfuegos and get sup- 
plies and ammunition to Blanco at Ha- 
vana. Should It follow that course, It 
must fight there or oontlnue westward to 
the Yucatan channel and be met In the 
Gulf of Mexico by Schley's squadron. 


Naval experts believe that there Is now 


no escape for the Spanish fleet without a 
fight. They believe with Secretary Long 
;hat there will be an engagement within 
the next two ot tbreo days. 


It la said that tbe monitors are not 


with Sampson's squadron,but are prepar- 
ng to take position before Havana to re- 
duce tbe fortifications. 
This can be done 


without interfering with the engagement 
between the fleets, unless the Spanish 
fleet try to get to Havana and have the 
Sght In those waters. Bat there is a 
general belief here that the naval battl 
will take place off the south coast of 
Cuba either at Santiago de Cubs or Cien- 
'uegos. 
The navy department Ii watoh- 


ng development! with the keenest Inter- 
est, and expects to hear that Sampson 
has destroyed the Spanish fleet. Whan 
that Is done the army will take Cuba.

In a message to congress in 1601 


Thomas Jefferson, then president of the 
United States, recommended the sunej - 
Ing of the Atlantic coast line of the 
country with a view to its adequate de- 
fense and also to the establishment of 
guides and safeguards to navigation. 
ongress adopted the recommendation 


of the president and made an appro- 
priation of $50,000 for the purpose, the 
direction of the matter being- put into 
the hands of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, at that time Albert Gallntin, who 
communicated the views of the adminis- 
tration to "the scientific men of the 
country" in a circular distributed in 
ICew York, Boston and Philadelphia 
chiefly. The plan adopted was to ascer- 
tain the positions of certain prominent 
(oints on the Atlantic coast by astro- 
nomical observations and to connect 
these by trigonometrical lines. 


Th,e chief of the coast survey was a 


native of Switzerland, efod the work 
went on under his direction with occa- 
sional interruptions caused by changes 
of administration until 1S43, when he 
died. The work at that time had been 
finished from Point Judith, opposite 
Block Island1, to Cape Henlopen, in Dela- 
ware. Since then the work has been 
prosecuted actively, but meanwhile it 
has been increased, particularly since 
theconcessionof territory on the Pacific 
from Mexico. This coast line of the 
country is now, according to the report 
just completed, nearly 0,000 miles, the 
land frontage of the country on the 
Canada and on the Mexican border lines 
being only 4,880 miles. The details of 
the American coast line are as follows: 
5,715 miles, embracing E.349 miles on the 
Atlantic ocean,I,550 on the Gulf of 
Mexico, and 1,910 on the Pacific ocean. 


It Is an established proposition 


nmong authorities in naval warfare 
that the naval strength of a government 
would be proportioned to its coastline. 
The rule may be said to prevail pretty 
generally, though Russia, which has 
relatively a small coast line on the Black 
sea and on the Baltic, has a large navy, 
and Norway andSweden, which have on 
i*ormous coastline, larger in propor- 
ion than any othex countries of Europe, 
have very few warships. The coastline
